SCIENCE  NURSING 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Science  Nursing  Curriculum  offers  preparation  for 
women  as  supervising  nurses,  hospital  superintendents,  social 
service  nurses,  industrial  nurses,  and  hospital  dietitians.  It  en- 
ables the  student  to  accomplish  in  five  calendar  years  what  would 
ordinarily  require  seven  academic  years. 

The  Science  Nursing  Curriculum  is  offered  by  the  Ohio  State 
University  in  cooperation  with  the  Protestant  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses.  The  work  in  this  curriculum  parallels  closely 
the  first  three  years  of  the  curriculum  in  Home  Economics  and 
the  Three-Year  Curriculum  in  Nursing  of  the  Protestant  Hos- 
pital Training  School  for  Nurses. 

The  proposed  curriculum  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Na- 
tional League  for  Nursing  Education,  of  the  American  Nurses' 
Association,  of  the  National  Organization  for  Public  Health 
Nursing,  and  the  legal  requirements  of  the  state  of  Ohio.  The 
graduates  of  this  course  will  be  eligible  for  admission  to  the  State 
examination  for  the  registration  of  nurses. 

Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  prescribed  in 
the  Ohio  State  University  and  the  Protestant  Hospital  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses  the  student  will  be  recommended  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  a  Diploma  in  Nursing. 

ADMISSION 

UNIVERSITY  ENTRANCE  BOARD 

The  admission  of  students  is  in  charge  of  the  University  En- 
trance Board,  which  determines  the  credits  which  shall  be  issued 
on  all  entrance  examinations  and  certificates,  and  furnishes  all 
desired  information  to  applicants.  Correspondence  relating  to 
admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Entrance 
Board,  Ohio  State  University,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

To  obtain  full  standing  applicants  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age  must  have  credit  by  examination  for  fifteen  units  or  a 


certificate  of  graduation  from  a  high  school  of  the  first  grade. 
Fifteen  units  from  any  first  grade  high  school  will  be  ac- 
cepted, but  it  is  expected  that  the  following  combination  will  be 
presented:  three  in  English;  four  in  foreign  language;  two  in 
mathematics;  one  in  physics;  and  four  at  large.  Students  who 
do  not  present  these  units  will  be  required  to  carry  courses  in 
the  University  to  make  up  the  deficiency  and  this  may  delay 
their  graduation. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

All  University  dues  must  be  paid  at  the  opening  of  each  se- 
mester as  a  condition  of  admission  to  classes.  Registration  is 
not  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid.  Students  are  cau- 
tioned against  trying  to  register  without  the  necessary  money 
for  fees  and  required  deposits.  No  student  has  any  privileges 
in  the  classes  or  laboratories  until  all  fees  and  deposits  are  paid. 

The  fees  for  the  Science  Nursing  Curriculum  are  $15.00  each 
semester,  with  the  usual  deposits  for  laboratory  supplies. 

ADDITIONAL  FEE  FOR  LATE  REGISTRATION 

Former  students  who  do  not  pay  their  registration  fees  until 
the  third  day  of  the  first  semester,  and  the  second  day  of  the 
second  semester,  must  pay  one  dollar  additional.  For  each  day 
of  delinquency  thereafter,  fifty  cents  is  added. 

LOCKER  FEE 

The  gymnasium  is  free  to  all  students,  but  those  desiring  to 
use  a  locker  are  charged  a  fee  of  two  dollars  a  semester,  which 
includes  the  rental  of  towels. 

LABORATORY  DEPOSIT 

Students  are  required  to  pay  for  all  materials  consumed  in 
laboratory  work.  To  meet  the  cost  of  these  materials  a  deposit 
ranging  from  two  to  fifteen  dollars  for  each  course  requiring 
such  supplies  is  made  at  the  Bursar's  office  before  the  student 
can  enter  the  laboratory.  All  laboratory  supplies  are  sold  at 
the  Laboratory  Supply  Store,  Chemistry  Hall,  to  students,  at 
cost  to  the  University,  and  charged  against  the  deposit.  Any 
unused  part  of  the  deposit  is  refunded  at  the  end  of  the  se- 
mester. 


Students  should  present  their  class  cards  to  the  Bursar  when 
they  pay  laboratory  deposits. 

Instructors  shall  not  permit  students  to  engage  in  laboratory 
work  unless  first  shown  a  receipt  from  the  Bursar  for  deposits 
paid. 

GRADUATION  FEE 

A  fee  of  five  dollars,  to  cover  expense  of  graduation  and  di- 
ploma, is  required  of  each  person  receiving  one  of  the  bachelor 
degrees  from  the  University,  and  this  fee  must  be  paid  on  or 
before  the  last  Thursday  before  Commencement.  A  like  fee  of 
ten  dollars  is  charged  each  person  receiving  one  of  the  higher 
graduate  degrees. 

RETURN  OF  FEES 

Fees  are  not  returnable  except  in  case  of  sickness  and  causes 
entirely  beyond  the  control  of  the  student.  No  portion  of  the 
fees  shall  be  returned  for  voluntary  withdrawal  of  the  student 
or  enforced  withdrawal  thirty  days  after  registration.  Students 
withdrawing  under  discipline  forfeit  all  right  to  the  return 
of  any  portion  of  the  fees.  In  no  case  shall  more  than  one-half 
the  fee  be  refunded. 


CONTENTS  OF  CURRICULUM 

The  student  pursuing  this  course  will  receive  most  of  her 
didactic  work  under  the  instructors  of  the  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, and  her  practical  work  at  the  Protestant  Hospital  in 
courses  now  in  operation.  The  student  will  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Ohio  State  University  throughout  the  entire  cur- 
riculum. When  pursuing  work  in  the  Protestant  Hospital  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses  the  student  will  be  subject  to  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  in  force  for  the  conduct  of  students  in 
that  Hospital. 

The  curriculum  is  so  planned  that  the  first  two  years  are 
completed  at  the  University.  At  the  end  of  the  second  semes- 
ter of  the  second  year  the  student  begins  a  three  months'  pre- 
liminary nursing  service  during  the  summer  in  the  Protestant 
Hospital.  At  the  end  of  this  probation  service,  if  the  student's 
work  and  her  physical  condition  are  satisfactory,  she  may  con- 
tinue as  a  regular  student  for  the  remaining  three  years.  If  she 
is  not  physically  qualified  to  continue,  or  does  not  desire  to  con- 
tinue, with  the  Science  Nursing  Curriculum,  she  can  continue 
her  University  studies  without  loss  of  time  or  credit. 

All  of  the  practical  work  in  the  Protestant  Hospital  is  ar- 
ranged on  an  eight-hour  per  day  basis  of  six  days  each  week. 
During  the  first  semester  of  the  third  year  the  required  work 
consists  of  six  didactic  hours  and  ten  hospital  ward  duty  hours, 
a  total  of  sixteen  credit  hours,  divided  as  follows:  one  lecture 
each  day  and  seven  hospital  ward  duty  hours  each  day  for  six 
days  in  the  week.  The  second  semester  of  the  third  year  con- 
sists of  courses  offered  at  the  University. 

At  the  close  of  the  second  semester  of  the  third  year  of  the 
Science  Nursing  Curriculum,  the  student  reports  at  the  Protes- 
tant Hospital  for  an  eight  weeks'  summer  term  of  hospital  ward 
duty. 

The  fourth  year  of  the  Science  Nursing  Curriculum  resembles 
the  third  year  in  that  the  first  semester  is  carried  at  the  Prot- 
estant Hospital.  The  student  is  assigned  ten  hours  of  didactic 
work  and  six  hours  of  hospital  ward  duty,  a  total  of  sixteen 
credit  hours,  divided  as  follows:  four  hours  each  day  for  six 
days  each  week  of  hospital  ward  duty.   The  second  semester  of 
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the  fourth  year  is  carried  at  the  University,  and  consists  en- 
tirely of  class-room  and  laboratory  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  second  semester  of  the  fourth  year  the 
student  reports  again  at  the  Protestant  Hospital,  where  eight 
weeks  of  ward  duty  are  required. 

All  courses  of  the  first  four  years  are  being  offered  at  pres- 
ent either  in  the  Ohio  State  University  or  in  the  Protestant 
Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses.  The  courses  listed  as  new 
courses,  excepting  the  Pro-seminary  in  Case  Studies,  are  now 
offered  in  the  Protestant  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses. 
These  courses  are  offered  as  new  courses  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Sanitation  in  order  to  facilitate  the  keeping 
of  students'  records  and  to  give  the  University  the  control  of 
the  educational  policy  of  these  hospital  courses. 

The  fifth  year  is  not  completely  outlined,  but  is  to  be  ar- 
ranged as  follows:  The  student  will  be  permitted  to  make  a 
selection  of  the  field  of  nursing  in  which  she  wishes  to  spe- 
cialize. The  courses  selected  must  aggregate  not  less  than  fif- 
teen credit  hours  for  each  semester. 

Elective  courses,  divided  into  field  and  class-room  work,  will 
be  arranged  covering  institutional  nursing,  private  duty  nurs- 
ing, and  public  health  nursing.  These  courses  will  include  hos- 
pital administration,  hospital  social  service,  nursing  in  mental 
and  nervous  diseases,  nursing  in  skin,  occupational  and  venereal 
diseases,  nursing  in  diseases  of  infants  and  children,  district 
nursing,  school  nursing,  tuberculosis  nursing,  and  industrial 
nursing.

The  lectures  consider  the  botanical  relationship  of  bacteria,  their 
morphology,  classification,  effect  of  physical  and  chemical  en- 
vironment, action  on  food  material,  etc.  The  laboratory  work 
includes  preparation  of  the  ordinary  culture  media  and  making 
of  cultures  on  these  media,  staining  methods,  and  some  typical 
bio-chemical  actions.

This  course  takes  up  the  historical  development  of  nursing, 
the  organization  of  the  professional  field,  and  the  place  of 
nursing  in  its  relation  to  the  various  forms  of  medico-social  and 
public  service.  It  discusses  the  best  methods  of  administration 
as  to  the  supervision  and  arrangement  of  practical  work,  classi- 
fication and  preservation  of  records  and  presentation  and  publi- 
cation of  reports.  This  course  is  intended  also  to  give  a  general 
grasp  of  the  problems  in  nursing  to  be  met  in  families  where 
there  is  sickness  with  poverty;  the  measures  to  be  followed  in 
various  types  of  families,  to  preserve  unity,  to  relieve  immediate 
needs  and  to  teach  hygiene,  preventive  methods  and  the  hand- 
ling in  the  home  of  acute,  chronic  or  contagious  illness.  The 
special  problems  of  nursing  in  medico-social  service,  industrial 
welfare  and  rural  districts  are  considered. 

110.  Preventive  Medicine.  Two  credit  hours.  Second  semes- 
ter. Two  lectures  or  recitations  each  week.  Fourth  year,  Science 
Nursing.   Dr.  McCampbell. 

The  important  facts  and  fundamental  principles  in  preventive 
medicine  are  given  consideration.  The  sociological  aspects  and 
the  methods  used  in  public  health  work  are  emphasized.    Spe- 
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cial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  methods  and  procedures  for 
preventing  the  occurrence  of  the  communicable  diseases  as  well 
as  the  control  of  this  group  of  diseases.  The  non-infectious  dis- 
eases will  also  be  discussed  from  the  standpoint  of  preventive 
medicine  and  the  public  health. 

124.  Public  Health  Problems.  Two  credit  hours.  Second  se- 
mester. Two  lectures  or  recitations  each  week.  Third  year,  Sci- 
ence Nursing.    Dr.  McCampbell,  Dr.  Hayhurst. 

This  course  covers  in  a  rapid  survey  the  health  hazards  of 
industrial  applications  and  the  accepted  standards  in  regard 
to  the  individual  and  to  his  environments.  Occupational  dis- 
eases and  those  diseases  partly  occupational  are  considered  in 
their  various  relations.  The  principles  of  sanitary  engineering 
science,  municipal  sanitation,  and  the  methods  used  in  the  pub- 
lic health  laboratory  are  also  covered  in  this  course. 

SCIENCE  NURSING 

The  preliminary  nursing  period  requires  twelve  weeks  of 
eight  hours  per  day  with  approximately  one  lecture  and  seven 
hours  of  ward  duty  each  day.

Third  year,  Science 
Nursing.  Prerequisite,  first  two  years  of  Science  Nursing  Cur- 
riculum and  preliminary  nursing  period. 

Hygiene  of  the  sick-room,  diseases  of  the  blood,  of  organs  of 
circulation  and  lymphatics,  of  organs  of  respiration,  of  diges- 
tion and  of  excretion. 

115.  Surgical  Nursing.  One  credit  hour.  First  semester. 
One  lecture  each  week.  Total,  16  hours.  Third  year,  Science 
Nursing.  Prerequisite,  first  two  years  of  Science  Nursing  Cur- 
riculum and  preliminary  nursing  period. 

Principles  of  septic  and  anti-septic  surgery;  fractures;  surgi- 
cal emergencies;  pre-operative  considerations;  post-operative 
considerations;  surgical  tuberculosis;  tumors;  surgical  condi- 
tions of  the  head,  neck,  chest,  stomach,  gall  bladder,  intestines, 
kidney  and  bladder,  and  of  fistulae  and  plastic  surgery.

The  normal  child;  nursing  of  sick  children;  diseases  of  di- 
gestive, respiratory,  circulatory,  nervous,  and  genito-urinary 
systems;  diseases  of  the  blood  and  lymphatic  glands;  surgical 
conditions  in  children;  social  aspects  of  children's  diseases. 

133.  Nursing  in  Communicable  Diseases.  Two  credit  hours.

Specific  infectious  diseases;  the  conduct  of  a  case  of  com- 
municable disease;  diphtheria,  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  acute 
poliomyelitis,  lobar  pneumonia,  influenza,  common  colds,  follicu- 
lar tonsillitis,  tuberculosis,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  chicken  pox, 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  gonococco-vaginitis,  syphilis,  gonor- 
rhea, erysipelas,  small-pox  and  typhoid  fever.

Anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  head  with  special  reference 
to  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat;  special  diseases;  methods  of 
examination;  methods  of  treatment;  operations,  solutions, 
strength  and  uses. 

137.  Operating  Room  Technic.  One  credit  hour.  First  se- 
mester. One  lecture  or  demonstration  each  week.  Total,  16 
hours.  Fourth  year,  Science  Nursing.  Prerequisite,  first  three 
years  of  Science  Nursing  Curriculum. 

The  operating  room;  instruments  and  supplies;  preparation 
for  operation;  local  preparation  of  patient  for  operation;  and 
preparation  and  duties  of  the  nurse. 
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139.  Hospital  Ward  Duty.  Six  credit  hours.  First  semester. 
Four  ward  duty  hours  each  day;  twenty-four  each  week.  Total, 
402  hours.  Fourth  year,  Science  Nursing.  Prerequisite,  first 
three  years  of  Science  Nursing  Curriculum. 

The  student  will  perform  the  duties,  in  the  wards  of  the 
Protestant  Hospital,  of  a  nurse  in  training. 

141.  Hospital  Ward  Duty.  Eight  credit  hours.  Summer 
term  following  fourth  year  of  Science  Nursing  Curriculum.  Eight 
hours  each  day;  six  days  each  week  for  eight  weeks.  Total,  384 
hours.  Fifth  year,  Science  Nursing.  Prerequisite,  first  four 
years  of  Science  Nursing  Curriculum. 

The  student  will  perform  the  duties  of  a  nurse  in  training 
in  the  wards  of  the  Protestant  Hospital. 

The  fifth  year  will  be  arranged  as  follows  and  will  require 
an  additional  instructor: 

The  work  of  these  two  semesters  will  be  arranged  between 
the  Protestant  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  and  the 
University.  The  student  will  be  permitted  to  make  a  selection 
of  the  field  of  nursing  in  which  she  wishes  to  specialize.  The 
courses  selected  must  aggregate  not  less  than  sixteen  credit 
hours  for  each  semester.  Elective  courses,  divided  into  field  and 
class-room  work  will  be  arranged  covering  institutional  nursing, 
private  duty  nursing  and  public  health  nursing.  These  courses 
will  include  hospital  administration;  hospital  social  service; 
nursing  in  mental  and  nervous  diseases;  nursing  in  skin,  occu- 
pational and  venereal  diseases;  nursing  in  diseases  of  infants 
and  children;  district  nursing;  school  nursing;  tuberculosis  nurs- 
ing; and  industrial  nursing.

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FOREWORD 

Established.  In  September,  1914,  the  Trustees  of  Ohio  State 
University  established,  as  a  part  of  the  University,  the  Uni- 
versity Homoeopathic  Hospital.  The  purpose  of  the  Hospital 
is  to  furnish  clinical  material  for  the  students  of  the  college 
and  at  the  same  time  to  make  a  definite  contribution  to  the 
State  in  the  care  of  such  worthy  persons  as  may  present  them- 
selves for  treatment.  The  Training  School  for  Nurses  was  like- 
wise instituted  at  the  same  time  for  the  purpose  of  educating 
young  women  in  the  State  of  Ohio  in  this  most  desirable  field. 
The  State  is  therefore  contributing  to  the  dual  purpose  of  edu- 
cation and  the  care  of  the  sick. 

Advantages.  The  Training  School  has  the  advantage  of  be- 
ing a  part  of  the  great  State  University.  The  laboratories  in 
Chemistry,  Bacteriology,  and  Home  Economics  are  open  to  the 
students  of  the  school.  Members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  State 
University  are  likewise  teachers  of  the  classes  in  nursing.  In 
the  broader  field  of  educational  activities  the  young  women  have 
the  same  opportunities  as  do  students  in  other  departments  of 
the  University.  Advantages  for  lectures,  musicales  and  the  so- 
cial life  of  the  campus  are  open  to  the  members  of  the  Training 
School. 

Hospital.  The  Hospital  consists  of  two  buildings.  The  main 
building,  which  was  constructed  in  1916,  is  fireproof  and  modern 
in  every  detail.  It  is  provided  especially  with  lecture  rooms, 
clinical  demonstrations,  and  operating  amphitheatre  designed 
for  teaching  purposes.  Modern  devices  such  as  signal  system, 
telephones,  electric  elevators,  and  teaching  facilities  in  dietetics 
are  provided. 

A  second  building  is  used  for  a  maternity  and  children's  ward. 
It  is  provided  with  well-equipped  delivery  room,  preparation 
room,  and  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  maternity. 

The  hospital  is  located  on  the  campus  at  the  intersection  of 
Eleventh  and  Neil  Avenues  and  is  reached  by  taking  a  Neil 
Avenue  car  going  North  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  the  campus. 

Home.  The  Nurses'  Home  consists  of  two  buildings;  one  on 
the  campus  on  Eleventh  Avenue,  near  the   Hospital,  and  the 
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other  on    Neil   Avenue    directly    across    from    the    Maternity 
Building. 

These  buildings  are  adequately  furnished  with  study,  recrea- 
tion, and  sleeping  quarters.  The  nurses'  dining  room  is  located 
in  the  main  Hospital  Building. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  University  Homoeopathic  Hospital  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  with  a  capacity  of  eighty-seven  (87)  beds,  offers  a 
thorough  training  course  in  the  art  of  nursing.  The  course  of 
instruction,  both  practical  and  theoretical,  covers  a  period  of 
three  years.  Theoretical  knowledge  is  obtained  by  lectures, 
demonstrations,  classes  (recitations  and  quizzes),  the  practical 
experience  with  hospital  patients.  Training  is  divided  into  medi- 
cal, surgical,  obstetrical,  psychiatry,  pediatrics,  eye,  ear,  nose, 
throat,  and  gynecology. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Application  blanks  to  the  Training  School  may  be  obtained  by 
communicating  with  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School;  a 
personal  interview  is  much  preferred.  The  Medical  Board 
"Nurse  Census  Blank"  is  received  with  the  "Training  School 
Application  Blank."  The  Nurses'  "Census  Blank,"  properly  filled 
out  and  with  a  fee  of  three  dollars  ($3.00),  is  sent  directly  to 
the  State  Medical  Board,  State  House,  Columbus,  Ohio.  Upon 
receipt  of  State  Board  Certificate,  send  same  with  "Training 
School  Application  Blank,"  properly  filled  out,  to  Principal  of 
Training  School;  also  two  letters  of  recommendation;  one  of 
these  from  your  last  employer,  if  employed,  a  certificate  of 
good  moral  character,  and  another  of  health  from  a  physician. 

If  accepted,  the  applicant  enters  upon  a  three-months  pre- 
liminary, or  probationary,  period  of  demonstrations  and  prac- 
tical nursing.  If  deportment  and  all  else  is  satisfactory,  the 
probationer  is  accepted,  upon  agreeing  to  remain  in  the  Train- 
ing School  for  a  course  of  three  years  from  date  of  entrance 
and  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 
The  right  is  reserved,  by  the  school,  to  terminate  the  connec- 
cion  of  a  student  at  any  time  for  inefficiency,  misconduct,  or 
general  unsatisfactory  work.  Applicants  must  be  within  the 
ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five.    Leave  of  absence  will  not  be 


granted  except  in  cases  of  extreme  illness  of  a  member  of  the 
nurse's  immediate  family. 

HOURS  OF  DUTY 

Day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.,  with  two 
hours  recess  daily;  in  addition  to  this,  one-half  day  a  week  and 
five  hours  on  Sunday  are  granted.  Night  nurses  are  on  duty 
from  7  p.  m.  to  7  a.  m. 

REMUNERATION  AND  EXPENSE 

The  pupil  nurse  resides  at  the  nurses'  home  and  receives  board 
and  laundry  from  date  of  entrance.  After  acceptance  into  the 
Training  School  she  receives  uniforms  and  an  allowance  of 
fifty  dollars  the  first  year  and  seventy-five  dollars,  each,  the 
second  and  third  years.  This  fee  is  not  considered  a  wage;  it 
is  intended  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  other  supplies  needed 
in  the  training,  such  at  notebooks,  clinical  thermometers,  etc. 
The  training  is  deemed  full  compensation  for  services  rendered. 
During  the  probationary  period  the  blue  hospital  uniform  dress 
is  worn.  (Directions  and  sample  sent  with  application.)  The 
pupil  is  required  to  furnish  all  wearing  apparel,  except  the 
uniforms.  (Probationer's  dress  is  not  considered  a  uniform  and 
must  be  supplied  by  herself.)  All  undergarments  must  be  plain- 
ly made  and  marked  with  owner's  name  in  full.  In  addition, 
the  pupil  must  furnish  herself  with  two  laundry  bags,  a  watch 
with  a  second-hand,  small  surgical  scissors,  and  a  clinical  ther- 
mometer. It  is  necessary  for  each  student  to  wear  comfortable 
medium  rubber-heeled  shoes  while  on  duty. 

COURSE 

The  course  covers  a  period  of  three  calendar  years,  with  thirty 
days'  vacation  each  year.  All  time  lost  must  be  made  up  be- 
fore diploma  is  granted. 

The  course  is  classified  as  follows: 

Preliminary   (probationary) 3  months 

Freshman 9  months 

Junior 12  months 

Senior 12  months 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DIPLOMA 

The  pupil  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  all  work, 
both  theoretical  and  practical,  before  recommendation  for  a 
diploma  is  made.  A  diploma  under  the  Seal  of  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity will  be  given  each  successful  applicant. 

STATE  REGISTRATION 

The  Training  School  is  an  accredited  one. 

All  graduates  of  the  school  are  required  to  take  the  examina- 
tion for  registration  before  qualifying  for  practice  in  this  state. 

Nurses'  Registration  after  completion  of  Training  School 
Course  is  in  accordance  with  the  following  rules  of  the  State 
Medical  Board: 

"The  applicant  shall  file  with  the  secretary  a  written  applica- 
tion, under  oath,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  State  Medical 
Board,  and  provide  proof  that  said  applicant  is  more  than 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character.  The  ap- 
plicant shall  file  documentary  evidence  that  before  matriculat- 
ing in  a  training  school  for  nurses,  said  applicant  received  an 
education  equi  ralent  to  that  required  for  completion  of  the  first 
year  of  a  high  school  course  of  the  first  grade  work  as  defined 
in  the  school  laws  of  Ohio,  and  evaluated  by  the  entrance  ex- 
aminer of  the  State  Medical  Board  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  1270  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio,  and  a  di- 
ploma of  graduation  from  a  training  school  in  good  standing, 
connected  with  a  hospital  or  sanitorium  in  good  standing,  as 
defined  by  the  State  Medical  Board  at  the  time  the  diploma 
was  issued." 

PUBLIC  SERVICE 

Opportunity  is  offered  graduates  of  this  school  in  the  Red 
Cross,  district  nursing  and  many  other  special  fields  for  public 
service. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

Classes  are  entered  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester  of  the 
University  school  year  (September  and  February). 

First  Year 
Preliminary  Course 

Nursing  Technic  is  taught  by  demonstrations  and  textbook  in 
"Practical  Nursing"  for  study. 


Demonstrations  in  Practical  Nursing  (30  hours) 

The  object  of  the  course  is  to  teach  fundamental  practical 
nursing  with  a  clearness  and  conciseness  to  the  pupil  in  methods 
employed  so  that  she  may  develop  both  accuracy  and  efficiency 
in  technical  and  skilled  nursing. 

Bandaging  (10  hours) 

To  teach  fundamentals  of  good  bandaging  in  order  to  be- 
come proficient  in  the  application  of  them. 

Personal  Hygiene  (10  hours) 

To  impress  upon  the  pupil  the  importance  of  good  health 
and  how  to  protect  herself. 

To  show  close  relationship  of  hygiene  to  all  nursing  work 
and  to  emphasize  teaching  function  of  the  nurse  as  a  duty 
toward  mankind. 

Ethics  and  History  of  Nursing  (10  hours) 

To  teach  nursing  as  a  profession  and  arouse  deep  interest 
and  enthusiasm  in  nursing;  to  make  pupil  understand  ob- 
stacles which  had  to  be  overcome  to  make  the  profession 
what  it  is.  Hospital  ethics  and  etiquette  and  reason  for 
same.    Social  relation  to  patient. 

Practical  Nursing  (Maxwell-Pope) 

See  demonstrations.  In  addition,  carry  out  in  detail  nurs- 
ing fundamentals,  power  of  observation,  system  economy, 
fine  technic  in  nursing  practice.  To  prepare  pupils  to  meet 
everyday  problems. 

Scope  of  Course 

1.  Qualifications,  professional  etiquette  and  ethics. 

2.  Bacteriology,  elementary. 

3.  Ventilation. 

4.  Care  of  wards — furniture,  utensils. 

5.  Bed  making,  lifting  and  moving  patients.

8.  Symptoms  and  physical  signs.

10.  Temperature,  pulse  and  respiration.

14.  Catheterization  and  bladder  irrigation.

16.  Counter  irritants  and  local  applications. 

17.  Administration  of  medicines. 

18.  Preparation  of  patients  for  operative  treatment. 

19.  Post-operative  care — symptoms,  etc. 

20.  Dressing  of  surgical  wounds. 

21.  Treatments  which  require  antiseptic  preparation. 

22.  Elementary  operating  room  technic. 

23.  Emergencies — surgical. 

24.  Synopsis  of  some  of  the  more  important  diseases. 

Anatomy — Elementary  (6  hours) 

To  prepare  pupil  to  care  for  with  understanding,  not 
blindly,  when  feeding,  giving  treatment,  etc. 

Diets — Elementary  (6  hours) 

To  make  pupil  familiar  with  various  diets  and  the  prep- 
aration of  more  simple  nourishment. 

First  Year 

First  Semester 

Practical  Nursing  (32  hours) 

Continued  course  of  preliminary. 

Bacteriology  (10  hours) 

To  teach  the  pupil  the  presence  of  micro-organisms.  Kind, 
habits,  dangers,  in  order  to  protect  themselves  and  public 
from  infection.  Laboratory  work  to  make  the  pupil  appre- 
ciate value  of  surgical  asepsis — cleanliness  in  cooking,  etc. 

Anatomy  and  Physiology  (16  hours) 

To  teach  structure  and  functions  of  body  in  order  that 
the  nurse  can  intelligently  and  safely  deal  with  the  human 
body. 

Dietetics  (16  hours) 

Theory.  To  teach  fundamental  principles  of  preparing 
food  for  sick  and  well  and  to  teach  preparation  of  various 
diets. 
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Chemistry — Elementary  (10  hours) 

To  prepare  pupils  for  a  better  understanding  of  such 
subjects  as  dietetics,  bacteriology,  anatomy,  the  general 
composition  of  all  matter  and  the  chemical  changes  which 
daily  take  place  with  their  relation  to  the  human  body. 

Second  Semester 

Practical  Nursing  (16  hours) 

Continuation  of  First  Semester. 

Drugs  and  Solutions  (10  hours) 

To  make  pupil  familiar  with  the  more  common  drugs.  Im- 
portance of  accuracy,  and  practice  in  weighing  and  measur- 
ing for  solutions  and  to  teach  abbreviations  and  symbols 
commonly  used. 

Anatomy  and  Physiology  (16  hours) 

Continuation  of  First  Semester. 

Massage  (10  hours) 

To  teach  the  nurse  principles  and  value  of  massage  in 
counterdistinction  to  "friction  rub"  as  a  therapeutic  meas- 
ure— when  massage  is  to  be  used  and  when  not. 

Dietetics  (16  hours) 

Special  diets  in  disease.  Continuation  of  First  Semester. 
Laboratory,  to  demonstrate  the  composition  of  food  and 
changes  which  take  place  in  the  application. 

Second  Year 
First  Semester 

Nursing  in  Medical  Diseases  (16  hours) 

To  make  the  nurse  more  observing  of  symptoms  and  the 
effect  of  treatments  by  giving  her  a  practical  knowledge  of 
the  causes  and  symptoms  of  medical  diseases,  and  to  give 
her  skill  in  the  more  advanced  nursing  care  of  such  cases. 

Materia  Medica  (32  hours) 

For  the  administration  of  medicines  with  accuracy  and 
intelligence  and  observing  and  reporting  of  effect  produced. 
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To  know  (toxic)  doses  of  more  dangerous  drugs  (to  pre- 
vent mistakes)  and  antidotes  of  drugs  as  first  aid  and 
emergency  measures  in  the  absence  of  a  physician.  The 
therapeutic  action  of  drugs  in  order  that  they  may  work 
with  physician  in  obtaining  the  desired  and  best  results 
from  a  given  remedy. 

Urinalysis  (10  hours) 

To  teach  the  nurse  the  analysis  of  urine,  thereby  to  rec- 
ognize abnormal  condition  of  urine  and  toward  what  gen- 
eral diseased  condition  the  abnormal  constituent  of  urine 
points.    All  especially  valuable  in  home  nursing. 

Nursing  in  Surgical  Diseases  (16  hours) 

This  course  consists  of  lectures  by  the  professor  of  sur- 
gery and  demonstrations  by  the  surgical  nurse,  and  covers 
the  history  of  antiseptic  and  aseptic  surgery,  wound  infec- 
tions, with  their  causes,  surgical  nomenclature,  and  general 
principles  of  modern  surgery.  The  management  of  acci- 
dental and  operative  wounds  with  the  process  of  healing  is 
covered.  Surgical  pathology  receives  due  consideration.  The 
nurse  is  taught  the  management  of  hemorrhages  and  shock. 
Minor  and  major  surgical  procedures  with  complications 
are  considered.  The  surgery  of  the  bony  and  muscular  sys- 
tems as  well  as  surgical  conditions  of  the  alimentary  tract 
and  accessory  organs  are  considered.  Finally,  the  surgery 
of  the  head,  spinal  cord,  and  plastic  surgery. 

Operating  Room  Technic  (10  hours) 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  pupil  nurse  a  good 
scientific  basis  for  the  surgical  technic  of  the  operating 
room  and  to  make  the  pupil  familiar  with  the  equipment  of 
the  operating  room — its  cost,  use  and  care — and  to  help 
her  in  the  preparation  of  standard  supplies.  She  is  taught 
the  relation  of  the  operating  room  and  its  equipment  to 
other  parts  of  the  hospital.  The  practical  value  of  steriliza- 
tion of  instruments,  dressings,  and  supplies  is  emphasized. 
The  value  of  aseptic  technic  and  the  dangers  arising  from 
failure  to  follow  it  out  in  every  detail. 

Anesthesia  (3  hours) 

This  course  is  given  by  the  supervising  anesthetist  of  the 
Hospital  and  covers  the  history  of  anesthesia,  the  types  of 
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anesthetic — local,  spinal,  and  general — and  their  uses.  The 
anesthetic  table,  the  stimulating  tray  and  the  oxygen  ap- 
paratus are  demonstrated.  Nursed  care  of  a  patient  before, 
during,  and  after  the  anesthetic.  Finally,  the  complications 
and  after-care. 

Communicable  Diseases  (16  hours) 

(Including  Skin  and  Venereal) 

This  course  is  designed  to  familiarize  the  nurse  with  the 
outstanding  features  of  communicable  diseases  and  to  teach 
her  how  to  intelligently  care  for  and  assist  in  preventive 
work  in  this  field.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  so- 
cial significance  of  these  diseases  and  methods  of  combating 
them.  Syphilis,  gonorrhea,  and  the  more  common  skin  dis- 
eases are  dwelt  upon. 

Obstetrical  Nursing  (16  hours) 

This  course  is  given  by  the  professor  of  obstetrics  and  the 
nurse  in  charge  of  the  obstetrical  ward.  Aside  from  teach- 
ing the  nurse  the  usual  care  and  technic  in  the  manage- 
ment of  normal  and  abnormal  cases,  endeavor  is  made  to 
arouse  interest  in  obstetrical  nursing  and  a  keener  appre- 
ciation of  its  importance.  The  course  covers  history  of  ob- 
stetrics, anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  reproductive  sys- 
tem, the  course  and  complications  of  pregnancy,  and  the 
technic  in  the  management  of  labor.  Due  consideration  is 
given  to  after-care  and  complications. 

Gynecological  Nursing  (8  hours) 

(Including  Diseases  of  the  Genito-urinary  Tract) 

This  course  is  given  by  the  professor  of  gynecology  and 
the  head  nurse.  Special  attention  is  given  to  diseases  of  the 
female  pelvis  and  the  genito-urinary  tract,  and  the  various 
forms  of  treatment  for  the  surgical  conditions  of  this  re- 
gion. Demonstrations  are  given  by  the  head  nurse  for  the 
purpose  of  familiarizing  the  student  with  practical  nursing 
procedures  in  this  branch  of  the  work.  Lectures  covering 
anatomy,  physiology  of  the  genito-urinary  and  reproductive 
organs,  the  diseases  peculiar  to  this  region  and  the  opera- 
tive treatment  of  same. 
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Third  Year 
First  Semester 
Nursing  of  Sick  Children  (10  hours) 

Infant  Feeding  (6  hours) 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  course  to  give  the  nurse  a  proper 
understanding  of  the  physical  and  mental  development  of 
children.  To  teach  them  the  principal  diseases  of  childhood. 
The  importance  of  skill  and  exactness  in  the  preparation  of 
food  for  children  is  emphasized  and  due  attention  called  to 
the  important  relation  which  proper  feeding  has  to  infant 
mortality. 

Orthopedic  Nursing  (8  hours) 

In  this  course  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  importance  of 
special  training  in  orthopedic  work.  Effort  is  made  to  give 
a  definite  idea  of  orthopedic  nursing  as  distinct  from  gen- 
eral surgical  nursing,  and  the  use  of  various  splints  and 
apparatus  peculiar  to  orthopedic  work.  To  emphasize  the 
importance  of  the  educational  and  social  problems  concern- 
ing the  physically  deficient  children  in  our  schools. 

Nursing  of  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases  (16  hours) 

This  course,  with  demonstrations,  is  given  by  a  specialist 
in  psychiatry.  The  course  is  designed  to  teach  the  nurse  the 
relationship  between  mental  and  physical  disease  and  the 
application  of  the  principles  of  nursing  to  mental  defects. 
To  teach  the  nurse  the  fundamental  causes  of  mental  dis- 
ease and  modern  methods  of  treating  same  in  hospitals  and 
in  the  community.  The  importance  of  directed  habits  of 
thought,  desirable  associations,  and  proper  environmental 
conditions  in  early  childhood.  To  assist  in  developing  re- 
sourcefulness, adaptability,  and  individuality  in  the  nurse. 
Lectures  are  given  on  neurology,  nervous  conditions  asso- 
ciated with  abnormal  mental  states,  delirium  and  infec- 
tious exhaustive  conditions,  idiocy,  imbecility,  and  dementia 
praecox.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  social  aspect  of  men- 
tal diseases. 

Hygiene  and  Sanitation  (16  hours) 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  nurse  a  general 
practical  knowledge  of  the  methods  which  are  being  used 
to  protect  the  health  of  indivduals  and  communities  so  that 
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she  may  co-operate  actively  with  Boards  of  Health  and 
other  preventive  agencies  and  be  able  to  take  a  definite 
share  in  educating  the  public  in  matters  relating  to  public 
health. 

Nursing  in  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  (10  hours) 

This  course  is  given  by  the  professor  of  eye,  ear,  nose, 
and  throat.  It  is  designed  to  give  the  nurse  an  understand- 
ing of  the  care  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  in  normal 
and  abnormal  conditions,  to  teach  them  to  safely  and  effi- 
ciently care  for  patients  with  affections  of  these  organs. 
Special  lectures  are  given  on  anatomy  and  physiology  of 
these  organs  and  upon  the  diseases  peculiar  to  the  same. 
Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  social  aspect  of  diseases 
of  the  eye  and  the  causes  of  blindness.
